DETAILED ACTION 

This is the ninth office action for U.S. Application 10/802,408 for a 
Configurable Mounting Bracket filed by Jeffrey Carnevali on March 17, 2004. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3, 4, 7-9, 1 1-20, 22-24, and 27 are allowed. The following is an 
examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a 
mounting bracket with a plurality of support rods, each rod being a solid, unitary 
member of non-extensible construction, with a substantially solid cross section and 
being permanently bendable in three dimensions along substantially an entire length of 
the rod between first and second end portions, and a means for clamping a first end 
portion of the rods in a fixed arrangement, the means comprising a means for clamping 
the end portions in a lengthwise cylindrical cavity formed between a pair of lengthwise, 
part cylindrical relief grooves formed between an external collar and an internal wedge.
